The  nearest  to  your  District  is 
Markfield  Isolation  Hospital. 

Smallpox  Hospitals  for  the  treatment  of  Smallpox  are  provided  by 
the  Leicestershire  County  Council  at  Snarestone  (23  beds 
and  Syston  (15  beds). 

Tuberculosis  The  County  Sanatorium  at  Markfield  with  126  beds  is 
adequate  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  all  types 
of  Tuberculsois. 


Maternity  Provision  is  made  for  cases  requiring  Institutional 

treatment  in  the  Leicester  and  Leicestershire  Maternity 
Hospital,  and  in  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary.  Ashby 
Cottage  Hospital  Maternity  Wing  is  much  used  by  residents 
from  your  Area  and  from  the  surrounding  Areas. 


Children  Children  are  admitted  to  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  and 
Loughborough  Infirmary.  Ashby  Cottage  Hospital  admit 
children  and  many  cases  of  enlarged  Tonsils  and  adenoids, 
and  other  major  operations  such  as  appendices  were 
operated  on  by  the  Honorary  Surgeon  Mr.  Holford  F.R.C.S.
